an auto tour to Mississippi and 
Tennessee to study dairy develop­ 
ment in these states. 
Many of us 
have accepted the fact that dairy 
farm ing is practicable in the north­ 
ern states, but too 
many of us 
have not accepted ^Liry farming 
in the cotton states as a practi­ 
cable thing. 
But Mississippi has 
accepted dairying wholeheartedly. 
The cotton farm ers 
are milking 
cows, the bankers are lending fi­ 
nancial asistance both the farm ers 
and to milk plants and the mer­ 
chants and business men are all 
boosting and cooperating. 
At first 
it was accepted in faith, but since 
dairy farm ing has proved profi­ 
table to all concerned dairying is 
now accepted as an 
essential to 
profitable farm management. 
In Middle Tennessee we found 
dairying further developed than in 
Mississippi because this 
part 
of 
Tennessee has 
been more of a 
stock farm ing section than the part 
of Mississippi which we saw and 
these stock farm ers became dairy 
farm ers long before the Mississippi 
farm ers turned to dairying. There 
fore we found that dairy farm ­ 
ing in Tennessee had developed 
further than in Mississippi. 
What we saw in Mississippi and 
Tennessee convinced us that dairy 
farm ing is practicable in Texas.
